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The Canadian Royal A gain Sets the Pace

stein show ever brought together on this continent. 

The National at Memphis this year we believe to de- 
serve ranking right in the same class. Now comes the 
1928 Royal with a new quality mark to shoot at. Tak- 
ing the bull classes right through, our Memphis show 
would have the edge by a reasonably wide margin—our 
wonderful senior yearling heifer class was not approached 
in any of the younger classes at the Royal but the older 
female classes so far outdistanced Memphis as to over- 
balance the other features mentioned and justifies our 
opinion, shared also by Judge Moscrip, that the 1928 Royal 
must be classed as the greatest Holstein show yet held 
in America. 


This show totalled 243 head, with thirty-two exhibitors 
from seven provinces and one state of the United States, 
breaking into the winning column, comparing with 212 
head and thirty-one exhibitors from eight provinces at 
the 1927 Royal. This indicates the keenness of the com: 
petition, the more so when it is remembered that only 
six moneys—seven and eight in a few classes are offered 
at the Royal—a number entirely inadequate for a show 
of this calibre. 


There were almost no soft spots in the entire show, 
and it required a real one even to survive the first cut. 
In such an array of quality, it is difficult to designate one 
class that stands out more than another—but we cannot 
refrain from making special mention of the Produce of 
Dam class, which was the most outstanding lot we have

ever seen in this class, and, contrary to the usual expe- 
rience, the R. O. P. (Advanced Registry) classes which 
brought out most of the tops both of the dry and milking 
sections. These were real high lights that will not soon 
be forgotten by those who saw them. 

In such an aggregation of quality as this, the honor 
of winning premier exhibitor is no mean distinction and 
J. W. Innes & Sons, Woodstock, Ontario, are to be con- 
gratulated upon the very remarkable showing they made. 
Their total prize money amounted to $600 in addition 
to the beautiful Haley & Lee trophy for Get of Sire, the 
second largest winner having a total of $400. In the mat- 
ter of first places, the Innes string made an even more 
outstanding showing, taking thirteen out of twenty-six 
firsts in addition to first in the special Get of Sire class for 
the Haley & Lee trophy, or a clear majority in addition 
to the senior and grand champion female, the junior 
champion male and the reserve senior and reserve grand 
champion male. J. Walter Jones, Charlottetown, Prince 
Edward Island, was the second largest winner, both in 
total ribbons and total prize money, having three firsts, 
five seconds, three thirds and a total of twenty-four. rib- 
bons, being very closely pressed by Raymondale Farm, of 
Vaudreuil, Quebec, with two firsts, three seconds, six 
thirds, five fourths with a total of twenty-one ribbons 
and $394 in prize money. M. L. McCarthy, Sussex, New 
Brunswick, a comparative newcomer at Canadian big line 
shows, had the second highest number of first prizes, his 
winnings including four firsts, three seconds, with the jun-

ior champion female and the reserve senior and grand 
champion female. His winnings totalled $308, which 
gave him fifth position in the show, Mount Victoria Farms, 
Hudson Heights, Que., ranking ahead of him in this re- 
spect with a total of $339, their winnings including senior 
and grand champion male, along with two firsts, five sec- 
onds and four thirds. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
Demonstration and Supply Farm of Strathmore, Alberta, 
made a very pleasing showing with their string, taking a 
total of fourteen ribbons which included five seconds and 
four thirds, giving them a ranking in total prize money 
not far below those already mentioned. This herd, which 
has been doing very well in the western shows, attracted 
a great deal of favorable attention for its striking uni- 
formity throughout. An interesting fact in connection 
with this string is that every animal was bred by the 
owners. While no special award is made for premier 
breeder, according to our computations, the C. P. R. 
group would rank second only to Innes & Sons in this 
respect. Other exhibitors deserving of special mention 
were Colony Farms, Essondale, B. C., with an excellent 
lineup, likewise all of their own breeding; T. O. Dolson, 
Brampton, Ontario; Dickie Brothers, Truro, Nova Scotia; 
Harding Brothers, Wellsford, New Brunswick; Haley & 
Lee, Springford, Ontario, and others with smaller exhibits 
that will be referred to in connection with the description 
of the individual classes. Those mentioned, however, do 
not include all of the owners of first prize winners, two 
exhibitors with a single entry each coming through with 
the red ribbon designating first prize. These were J. 
Stanley Watson, Woodbridge, Ontario, who is the owner 
of a two-year-old son of Abbekerk Sylvius Lad shown 
with the Innes string, and LeRoy Siddall, Denfield, On- 
tario, who had the first prize three-year-old bull. 
side interest was very keen throughout the entire two 
and a half days of judging, a most encouraging factor. 
We were pleased to note the largely increased delegation 
of visiting breeders from the United States. We feel 
safe in making the assertion that none of them went away 
disappointed. 
THE BULL CLASSES 


Bulls, 4 Years or Over (9) 

Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, famous four times All- 
American winner, made his first show ring appearance 
since the 1926 Royal and left no room for argument as to 
his outstanding superiority. He is carrying considerably 
less flesh than in previous years and Judge Moscrip 
stated that he had never seen him out in as good form as 
was the case here. He has the massive strength along 
with beautiful smoothness and finish that has always 
characterized him and _ still stands well on his feet in 
spite of his great size and weight. He easily went through 
to senior and grand championship. Equally outstanding 
in second place was the Innes bull, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, 
previously defeated this year only by Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld at the London show. He received recogni- 
tion for his real merit by winning the award as reserve 
senior and reserve grand champion. Brookholm Inka, the 
great son of Sir Inka Superior Segis, heading the Ray- 
mondale herd, was in third place with Colony Koba Mc- 
Kinley 19th of Colory Farms in fourth position. Nearly 


every bull in the ring had been a grand champion at 
some earlier show.

Bulls, 3 Years and Under 4 (7) 


For the first time at the Royal, the three-year-old bulls 
were given a separate classification. Maplecroft Albert 
Canary Sylvius, the single entry of LeRoy Siddal, Den- 
field, Ontario, was the winner, although not especially 
fitted for exhibition. Harding Brothers came next with 
Faforit Ormsby Hartog, a bull of great quality and breed 
character but lacking somewhat in depth. This is evi- 
dently a great breeding bull as one of his daughters was 
the winning junior yearling and junior champion of the 
show while another daughter won the junior calf class. 
Ivan Burke of Crystal Spring, a prominent earlier winner 
now heading the McCarthy string, was showing very lame.

Bulls, 2 Years and Under 3 (5) 


This class provided a rather close battle among the 
three leaders, J. Stanley Watson finally winning out with 
one of the oldest sons of Abbekerk Sylvius Lad. He has 
a little more scale than Strathmore McKinley Fairchild 
Wayne, the C. P. R. bull in second place, he being criti- 
cized somewhat for too much compactness, being a very 
low set fellow characteristic of the type these people are 
producing. The bull was showing under a great handicap 
being only a few days out of the senior yearling class. 
Haley & Lee’s Carnation National winner, King Abbekerk 
Susie, placed third under these two good bulls.

Yearling Bulls (16) 

Unfortunately the yearling bull class is not divided 
into senior and junior sections, which proved quite a 
handicap for some of the outstanding entries in the junior 
section. This class also was a three-cornered battle with 
Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 13th, a senior yearling by the Innes 
bull and out of Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, later to be 
made grand champion of the show, finally winning the 
class and going through to junior championship. King 
Sylvia Ormsby Piebe, the junior yearling that has been 
undefeated in this class throughout the whole circuit in 
the United States for Elmwood Farms, was showing here 
for his new owner, John J. Innes, Stratford, Ontario, and 
could do no better than second but was made reserve 
junior champion of the show. He was out in his usual 
wonderful style, but is lacking a bit in middle and spring 
of fore rib as compared with the older bull winning this 
class. The C. P. R. bull, Strathmore De Winton Match- 
less, is a flashy junior yearling, showing wonderful finish 
and style but of the compact low-built type and lacking 
a bit in masculinity which characterized both of the bulls

Senior Bull Calves (19) 

Two outstanding bulls headed this strong class, the 
winner, Lonsdale Sir Inka Abbekerk, being a son of Brook- 
holm Inka out of Aaggie Abbekerk Jewel, the reserve 
grand champion of this show. This calf was bred by Ray- 
mondale and has been exhibited by them all season, be- 
ing delivered to the owner, M. L. McCarthy, of New Bruns- 
wick, following this show. This is one of the-great bull 
calves of the year, being a deep-bodied fellow with a per- 
fect top line and wonderful style and balance. In second 
place was Walter Jones’ bull, Kerk Rocharm, fresh from 
winning grand championship at the Amherst Winter Fair 
He is a very stylish, beautifully turned fellow but not 
carrying quite the depth of body found in the winner. 
They are a fine pair of calves heading a strong class.

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The Year In Agriculture 
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Extracts From His Annual Report to President Coolidge of Special Interest to World Readers 


cultural industry as large and varied as that of the 

United States, the situation this year is perhaps 
less uneven than in any year since 1920. Certainly there 
are fewer distress areas. As usual, the situation has bright 
spots, and spots that are not so bright. Nevertheless, the 
bright spots predominate. The live stock industries have 
prospered conspicuously. Substantially larger returns 
than those of the preceding year will be earned by dairy- 
men, beef producers, and poultrymen. Hog raisers have 
grounds for optimism. In the early part of 1928 hog prices 
were unsatisfactory, but the later months brought great 
improvement. Returns will be smaller, however, from 
cash grains, hay, tobacco, and potatoes. Present indica- 
tions are that the gross income of agriculture as a whole 
will be larger than that of the crop year 1927-28. In all 
probability this improvement will be reflected in at least 
a proportionate increase in net income, for the best avail- 
able evidence indicates that production costs have not 
been larger than a year ago and may have been somewhat 
smaller. 

As the current marketing season still has some months 
to run, it is not yet possible to estimate its probable finan- 
cial results in detail. But it is clear that the year will 
carry forward the story of recovery from the effects of 
the postwar depression. This is demonstrated not only by 
definite assurance of an increased gross income for agri- 
culture, as a whole, but also by numerous signs of prog- 
ress in an adjustment of farm enterprises to market re- 
quirements. Many branches of the agricultural industry 
have made new gains in the efficiency of production, and 
likewise in the adjustment of supply to demand. It is be- 
yond question that 1928 will go down in American agricul- 
tural history as a year of achievement. 

Gross Income of Agriculture 

Comparison of this year’s expected results with those 
of other recent years is necessary to place the current 
situation in its proper historical setting. This comparison 
will show us where agriculture is moving, as well as 
where it stands. Latest comprehensive figures available 
relate to the crop year 1927-28. In that period the gross 
income of American agriculture from all products 
amounted to $12,253,000,000, compared with $12,127,000,000 
in the crop year 1926-27 and $12,670,000,000 in the 
crop year 1925-26. The total for 1925-26 was the 
highest since 1919-20. Agriculture’s gross income in 1919- 
20, in which year the postwar boom reached its peak, was 
estimated at $15,700,000,000. It dropped to $9,200,000,000 
in 1921-22, then gradually recovered until 1925-26. From 
that point it dropped about 4 per cent the following year, 
and in 1927-28 regained 1 per cent from the previous year’s 
recession. Gross-income figures, though not a measure of 
agricultural prosperity, indicate trends and therefore have 
an important place in the financial record. 

In the last two years the gross income of agriculture 
has changed but little, but important fluctuations have 
taken place in its distribution. In 1926-27, for example, 
the income from grains, cotton, fruits, and vegetables was 
materially below that of 1925-26. In 1927-28, grain and 
cotton growers made considerably better earnings, but 
returns from hogs, fruits, vegetables, and poultry were 
relatively low. Regional variations in returns character- 
ize the present year. Increased returns from the live 
stock industries will be materially offset by reduced re- 
turns from certain field crops, though the gross income of 
agriculture as a whole promises to be larger than last 
year. 

The net income of agriculture, or the balance available 
to farm operators for their labor, capital, and management 
after deducting expenses of production, is a complex item 
difficult to express briefly. It may be satd, however, that 
viewed either from the standpoint of labor income or from 
the standpoint of investment returns the net income of 
agriculture, like the gross income, reached its highest 
point since the postwar depression in 1925-26, fell some- 
what in 1926-27, and increased again in 1927,28, though 
not sufficiently to put it back to the 1925-26 level. 

National Responsibility for Farm Welfare 
This does not mean that agricultural grievances are in- 


A LTHOUGH conditions are never uniform in an agri- 





substantial, nor does it mean that the remedy for thege 
very real difficulties should be left to the free play of 
economic forces. During the World War, largely because 
of appeals for increased farm production, agriculture 
underwent abnormal and unbalanced expansion. The post- 
war agricultural price depression was brought about by 
world conditions, for which the chief responsibility restg 
elsewhere than upon the farmers. The situation from 
which agriculture is still suffering has complex economic, 
social, and other roots. For these the Nation can not 
escape its just share of responsibility in that its officials 
advocated overwhelming expansion of production during 
the war. In like manner the Nation must accept its share 
of responsibility in seeking and applying sound and ade- 
quate relief. In short, agriculture is entitled to practical 
governmental help in rebuilding its fortunes on a firm and 
permanent foundation. Failure to extend such help not 
only would stamp the United States as ungrateful for the 
response of farmers to its appeals but would materially 
weaken the social and economic fabric of the Nation. 
The Price Situation 

The price situation has changed in ways important to 
farmers during the last year. From June, 1927, to June, 
1928, the average level of the prices of farm commodities 
advanced, whereas the average level of the prices of 
things bought by farmers remained practically unchanged. 
Much of the rise that took place in farm-commodity prices, 
however, came after most of the 1927-28 products had 
been marketed. Farmers therefore did not get the full 
benefit of the rise. Cotton and cattle contributed to the 
rise of the farm-commodity price average in the first half 
of the 1927-28 season. In the second half the greatest 
contribution was made by hogs and wheat. 

As a measure of the purchasing power of farm prod- 
ucts the department recently began using for comparisons 
the retail prices that farmers pay for what they buy in- 
stead of the wholesale prices of nonagricultural goods. 
Farmers, of course, obtain most of their supplies at retail 
rather than at wholesale, and a retail index is therefore 
more appropriate as a measure of the exchange value of 
farm commodities. Moreover, many of the articles in- 
cluded in the wholesale-price index formerly used enter 
only slightly or not at all into the expenditures of the 
average farmer. At the present time (September) the 
new index of retail prices paid by farmers stands at 
approximately 157, compared with 100 before the war. 
Prices received by farmers on September 15 were 141 per 
cent of the pre-war average. These two price levels as of 
September 15 indicate a relative purchasing power of farm 
products of 90. 





Dairy Situation Favorable 

Generally favorable conditions prevailed this year for 
the dairy industry. Prices were good and the returns to 
producers relatively better than those of some other lead- 
ing farm enterprises. Supplies of roughage and hay were 
large, and this fact, despite high prices for concentrated 
feeds, gave dairymen a margin of returns over feed costs 
as wide as or wider than that of several recent years. Al- 
though total milk production was about the same as in 
1927, output of cheese, dry milk, and ice cream increased, 
while that of condensed and evaporated milk and butter 
decreased. A steady upward trend in the consumption of 
market milk and cream was recorded, but data are not 
yet available to show whether this inci:vase sufficed to 
offset the indicated decrease in the consumption of butter 
and condensed and evaporated milk. 

The consumption of dairy products increases annually. 
Part of the gain is attributable to the normal growth of 
population and part to an increase in per capita consump- 
tion. Nevertheless, the consumption is not yet up to the 
level most desirable from a public-health standpoint. Ad- 
ditional increases may be expected from continued effort 
to improve the quality of dairy products and from educa- 
tional work to acquaint the public with the reasons for 
according a larger place for dairy products in the diet. 
As a matter of fact, there is room for an increase in both 
the production and the consumption of dairy products in 
the United States. This country is not entirely self-suffi-

Clover Lawn Ormsby Fobes Tops at $2,800—Buyers From 13 States and Mexico

annual fall sale at Waukesha and Watertown on 

November 20th to 28d inclusive marketed 322 head 
for the very satisfactory average of $254.40. The Wau- 
kesha consignment totalled $41,280, the Watertown con- 
signment $40,630, total sales were $81,910. The wide 
scattering of the buyers gives the sale a really national 
aspect as no less than thirteen states were represented, 
ranging from Maryland and New Jersey in the east to 
Utah in the west and including one foreign country— 
Mexico—which wes represented by a single buyer who 
took the largest number of any buyer in the sale. The 
states included South Dakota, Kansas, Ohio, New York, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Illinois, Maryland, Michigan, Indiana, 
Utah, New Jersey and Missouri. 

The sale performed a double purpose by satisfying the 
consignors with the prices received and the buyers with 
the prices paid. On the whole the consignments were 
quite creditable although the large numbers offered made 
it necessary for the management to accept a few which 
were not of real national sale calibre. These cut into 
what might have been otherwise a real high average, 
for two animals passed the $2,000 mark and five were 
sold for $1,000 or more with twenty reaching $500 or 
better. A few consignments lacked fitting but the 
buyers did not discriminate against this materially, pay- 
ing good prices for individuality and recognizing it even 
in the rough. The buyers followed the usual custom 
of recent markets choosing to pay more in proportion for 
individuality than they did for records and record back- 
ing. The combination very naturally’ brought the best 
prices. 

It was a fairly successful bull market with seventy 
head averaging $295.21. The bulls commanded the two 
highest prices of the sale and:three of the five animals 
passing $1,000 or more were males. 

The largest buyer of this sale in point of numbers was 
E. R. Gavito of Mexico who purchased in all 41 head. Mr. 
Gavito’s purchases ranged close to the average for the sale 
although in a few instances he and his representative 
selected animals selling for $300 and over. He has a 
large breeding establishment near Mexico City. 

The purchaser of the highest priced females in the 
sale was J. Natwick of Baltimore, Md., who is establishing 
a herd near that city and who recently purchased, as was 
announced in the World, a herd sire out of Pabst American 
Beauty, the All-American daughter of Creator. His herd 
‘sire is by King Segis Alcartra Prilly. Mr. Natwick bought 
several females going as high as $1,100 which was the 
top price for females. 

H. P. Anderson and W. S. Cornaby of Utah were two of 
the large buyers and representatives of the Eleemosynary 
Department of Missouri purchased the two highest priced 
bulls and other good ones. 

Attendance at the sales was surprisingly large, par- 
ticularly at the Watertown sale where a large local at- 
tendance filled the pavilion to overflowing on both days.

ONGRATULATIONS again are extended to our Can- 
C adian brothers on the wonderful Holstein show 

staged at the Royal Agricultural Winter Fair of Can- 
ada last week. There they accomplished the seemingly 
impossible and clearly outclassed their great show of 1927, 
which. observers were agreed was the best Holstein show 
on this continent up to that time. Our National Dairy 
Exposition at Memphis this year was generally conceded 
to equal the 1927 Royal, in fact surpassing it in many 
respects, but there is equal agreement that this 1928 
Royal goes still another step in advance, particularly in 
the matter of the female classes from milking age up- 
ward, a most important place to excel. 

The question will at once arise in the minds of our 
readers as to how the Canadian breeders, with their much 
smaller numbers, are able to show such a result. There 
are a number of important factors. In the first place, it 
is undoubtedly true that a much larger proportion of the 
good cows of Canada find their way into the Royal rings 
than is possible in the United States. By their system 
of liberal grants from the various provincial governments 
for this specific purpose, it is made possible to bring to- 
gether here the leading show herds from all parts of the 
Dominion. This year you could practically call the roll of 
the cows that have been winners at every important show 
in Canada, and you would find them assembled here. Can- 
adian breeders have traditionally paid more attention to 
the show ring than to any other factor in the development 
of their herds. Then too, their leading show men today 
are constantly seeking out the best individual cows from 
the smaller herds and giving them an opportunity to be 
seen. Further, they are not as prone, as are many of our 
breeders, to allow the fact that a good cow is on test to 
interfere with her public appearance in the show ring. 

We have wondered if there is anything in their system 
of development that might help to account for this situa- 
tion. There appears to be little enlightenment on this score. 
Their young stuff seems to be coming out in just about 
as high condition as is the case with us, although there 
is a growing sentiment against it. As a matter of interest 
in this connection we considered the eight best females in 
this show above two years of age. Five of them apparent- 
ly were animals that were bred in small herds where 
they would not be apt to be over-conditioned and over- 
crowded when young. The Grand Champion of the show 
however has been out on the circuit every year since her 
yearling form, although placing only seventh at that age, 
and in addition made one of the highest 2-year-old records 
ever completed in Canada. The other two have been 
shown extensively and successfully every year from calf- 
hood up. This is by no means conclusive, but may contain 
the germ of a lesson. We hope to go into that phase of 
the subject more completely at an early date. 
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Regardless of the factors which 


made 
possible, Canadian breeders should be filled 
over the results, and in this feeling the Holstein breed- 
ers of the United States should share, for their 
in the broad view are mutual and the free interchange 
breeding stock has contributed materially to the success

of both. For example, it is worthy of note that more than 
a few of the leading winners in this show came directly 
or within a generation or so from south of the line. This 
list would include the Grand Champion bull, purchased in 
the United States for $15,000; the first prize 2-year-old 
purchased for $11,100, and the reserve junior champion 
bull. The Grand Champion cow and the sensational first 
prize bull cali were likewise sired by bulls purchased in 
the United States. This is no small contribution, viewed 
in that light. This great show, like our own National and 
the other splendid exhibitions that are being developed on 
both sides of the line, should be regarded as real factors 
in the progress of the Holstein-Friesian breed in North 
America, and that is the important thing for all of us. 


O ARTICLE that we have published in a long time 
N has aroused as much favorable comment from breed- 

ers as the one we presented in our issue of Novem- 
ber 17, by Col. Bartley Bull of Canada, regarding the feed- 
ing methods employed on the Island of Jersey, as pub- 
lished originally in the Jersey Bulletin. The imported 
Jersey cow is famous for her beautiful udder, and Col. 
Bull describes what he believes to be a fundamental 
reason for that condition. At an early date we hope to 
make an extensive study of this subject of the effects of 
over-fitting young animals, because we believe, with the 
growing popularity of the show ring, this is one of the 
most important subjects before our breeders today. 


The Cover 


ETHERLAND BELLE HOMESTEAD 1249428, the sub- 
N ject of our cover illustration this week, has made a 

record during the recent show season that stamps 
her as one of the greatest senior yearling heifers of all 
time. Shown at fifteen fairs during 1928, she was first in 
her class fifteen times, won junior championship thirteen 
times and grand championship six times. The only two 
times she missed out on junior championship were at 
Wisconsin county fairs. While this impressive list in- 
cludes a number of these local shows, it also covers as 
many of the major shows as could be made during the 
regular season. Among them were the National Dairy 
Show, Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota and Oklahoma State Fairs and both state fairs in 
North Dakota and Kansas. At all of these she was Junior 
Champion, and two of her Grand Champion awards were 
won at these major events. During the season she met 
and defeated practically every serious contender for senior 
yearling honors in the United States. This we would say 
is some start on a show ring career. 


The history of such a winner is of unusual interest. 
She was bred by H. B. Dolan, Columbus, Wis., and sold 
by him in the U. S. National Sale, April 1928. There, as 
a bred yearling, she was purchased by Glen Householder, 
for the Wisconsin Board of Control, at a price of $290. 
She went to the Wisconsin Industrial School for Boys at 
Waukesha, where she was grown and developed until the 
Wisconsin School for the Blind at Janesville got together 
their show herd for the extensive circuit they planned, and 
she was shown all season under Jack Nesbitt’s care with 
this highly successful show herd. Her pedigree likewise 
is of interest. Her dam, Netherland Bessie Homestead 2d, 
is an intensely Homestead-bred cow on both sides. Her 
sire, Paul Calamo Bess, is a grandson of Paul Calamo 
Korndyke, Bob Haeger’s famous three-time National Grand 
Champion. This is through his son, Sir Calamo Wayne, 
who was himself third prize aged bull at the National in 
1921, and whose daughters include the dams of Madam 
Artis Wayne Denver, Inka Wayne Creamelle and Johanna 
Wayne Rue 2d—all of them All-American winners of past 
years. Certainly a most distinguished showing.  Inci- 
dently it would appear that the State of Wisconsin got its 
money’s worth here with a vengeance. 














David Forrest Wilber 


E HAVE just been advised of the death on August 
W 24, 1928, of Hon. D. F. Wilber, one of the early 

presidents of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. Mr. Wilber was president during the year 1895-6, 
having previously served three years as one of the vice 
presidents of the organization. He served as a Member 
of Congress from the twenty-first district of New York 
from 1895-99, taking a prominent place on the Committee 
on Agriculture. He personally sponsored the bill to regu- 
late the manufacture of filled cheese. For the past twenty- 
five years he has been in the consular service, for the 
past seven years in New Zealand, and prior to that in 
Italy, Switzerland, Japan, Halifax and Vancouver, Canada, 
Singapore and Barbadoes. He was born December 7, 
1859, at Milford, Otsego County, N. Y., and this county 
has always been listed as his home throughout his years 
of public service in foreign lands. 

Although Mr. Wilber has long since retired from active 
participation in Holstein affairs, his name will call back 
many pleasant memories of the period in the early 
nineties to older breeders. His Crumhorn Herd at Oneonta 
was founded on the best of the great herd built up by 
Frederick C. Stevens, and was headed by the famous 
bulls, Sir Henry of Maplewood, Tirania’s Sir Mechthilde 
and Clothilde 5th’s Netherland. His show herds were in- 
vincible during 1891-92-98, he having the first prize herd 
at the World’s Fair, Chicago, in 1893, and winning the 
coveted prize for bull and four of his get with Sir Henry 
of Maplewood. This grand old bull was forced to step 
down for the championship to his son, Colantha’s 2d Sir 
Henry, also owned by Mr. Wilber. His farm catalog for 
1893. lists among the female members of the herd such 
notables as Pauline Paul, world’s champion butter cow in 
yearly test at the time; De Kol 2d’s Queen, Pietertje 4th, 
Mechthilde 4th, Inka 4th, Alberta Abbekerk 2d, etc. Short- 
ly after his retirement from the presidency of the Asso- 
ciation, the Crumhorn herd and name were disposed of to 
Mr. Jas. A. Graham, Pompton Plains, N. J., who sold 
liberal drafts at auction in 1897 and ’98. Mr. Wilber re- 
tained his love for the Holstein cow down through the 
years, being particularly helpful to the New Zealand 
breeders during the seven years of his service there as 
consul general. 


Holstein Progress 

VER since the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
EF; America, many years ago, discarded its inaccurate 

records of production and adopted a reliable system 
of making records we have expected it to lead in the cor- 
rection of abuses. Now the Association proposes to use 
the great influence it nas, through its financial contribu- 
tions to fairs and shows, to correct a couple of common 
show practices. One of them is the blanketing of cattle 
so that the public is denied an opportunity to see them 
when not in the ring. Next year the Association will de- 
mand that all cattle showing for its prize money be wiih- 
out blankets during the day unless the weather makes 
covering necessary.—An editorial in the Pennsylvania 
Farmer. 


Congratulations Jefferson 


ERHAPS you noticed the letter from Mike Seath, field 
Pp secretary of the Jefferson County Holstein Breeders 
Association, summarizing the results of their show 
ring activities of the season. This county show herd, made 
up of animals from five different herds of Jefferson County, 
Wisconsin, all bred and developed within the county, this 
year made a circuit of eight strong shows, including the 
home state fair, Eastern States Exposition and the Na- 
tional Dairy Show, and travelling a distance of approxi- 
mately five thousand miles, won a total of four senior 
and grand championships four junior championships, 
forty firsts, twenty-eight seconds, twenty-three thirds, and 
fifty-five lesser prizes, the prize money more than paying 
for the expense of the show herd. At the Eastern States 
Exposition, this county herd, competing with the leading 
states of the East, walked away with first place in the 
state herd competition, a unique record at a show of this 
calibre. 
Jefferson County, Wisconsin, is a county of cows and 
it is difficult to set any limit upon the advertising value 
that will accrue from this very successful display in the 
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markets of the east and south and middle west. We feel 
that all concerned with this project are entitled to con- 
gratulations, not only on the success of the project but 
also on the skill represented in the breeding of such 
animals as these and the energy and foresight and the 
spirit of cooperation necessary to organize and carry 
through a project of this sort to such a successful con- 
clusion. It should be an inspiration to every county 
urganization and a spur to greater activity.

Traverse Colantha Walker has just 
completed her ninth semi-official rec- 


ord, according to a brief announce- 
ment from the Advanced Registry 
office, with 23,379.8 lbs. milk, contain- 
ing 792.75 lbs. fat or 990.93 lbs. but- 
ter, giving her a total for the nine 
lactations of 200,114.9 lbs. milk con- 
taining 7,525.99 lbs. fat or 9,407.5 Ibs. 
butter, an average of over 1,000 lbs. 
butter each year. This imposing total 
gives her the World’s Record over all 
ages and breeds for nine lactations, 
for fat, and she comes within 20 lbs. 
fat of beating the total lifetime pro- 
duction—eleven  lactations—of the 
Jersey, Sophie 19th of Hood Farm, 
with 7,544.51 Ib... fat in eleven lacta- 
tions. She has not, hgwever, quite 
equalled the lifetime milk record of 
Tilly Aleartra with 201,137.9 lbs. milk 
in eight lactations. To make the vic- 
tory of the Traverse City cow even 
more complete, four of her nine rec- 
ords included in this imposing total 
were for only 305 days and a fifth for 
Only 336 days, and she has qualified 
for the 305-day division every year of 
her life, except possibly this last year, 
concerning which further details are 
now lacking, although we hope to 
have them for early publication. 


The Eleemosynary Department of 
the State of Missouri was represented 
at the U. S. National Sale at Wau- 
kesha and Watertown by B. H.

FEDERAL ORDER REDUCES 
CATTLE-TICK-QUARANTINE 
AREA 


Good news for the cattle and dairy 
industries in a number of counties in 
the South is contained in an order 
issued by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, effective De- 
cember 1, 1928, which releases ad- 
ditional territory in six southern 


States from the tick-fever quarantine. 

This order, known as B. A. I. Order 
312, releases the following counties 
from quarantine: 

Choctaw, Mobile, and Washington 
Counties in Ala»ama; Grant and the 
remainder of Little River Counties in 
Arkansas; Dixie, Hamilton, Jefferson, 
Lafayette, Leo.i, Madison, Taylor, 
and Wakulla Counties in Florida; As- 
sumption, West Baton Rouge, and a 
portion of Ascension Parishes in 
Louisiana; McCurtain, and the re- 
mainders of LeFlore, Choctaw, and 
Pushmataha Counties in Oklahoma; 
Bexar, Bowie, Burnet, Karnes, Lam- 
pasas, Lavaca, Wilson, and Zavalla 
Counties in Texas. 

The existing quarantine of areas in 
the State of Mississippi and the Ter- 
ritory of Porto Rico is continued. 


The release of territory in Okla- 
homa will place all of that State 


above the tick quarantine line, thus 
making it the ninth State to join the 
list of those that have reached this 
goal. The States that previously com- 
pleted tick eradication are as follows: 
California, Georgia, Kentucky, Mis- 
souri, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Virginia.

The Holstein exhibit at the Ameri- 
can Royal Live Stock Show comprised 
five herds of the Middle West that 
have been in competition throughout 
the season. It was therefore a fore- 
gone conclusion that no upsets would 
come out of the show, particularly 
since most of the herds had competed 
together previously under Judge Axel 
Hansen. Three Missouri herds— 
Chapman, Fredmar and A. J. King— 
together with Femco Farms of Minne- 
sota and C. E. Griffith of Oklahoma 
made up the conipetition. It was the 
largest of the dairy breeds shown. 

The American Royal Live Stock 
Show does not particularly cater to 
dairy cattle although it tolerates them 
largely through the efforts of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Kansas City 
and the various breed organizations 
that have brought the major dairy 
breeds into the show. 

The dairy b»eeds do not get a very 
good deal at Kansas City, being sand- 
wiched in between classes of beef 
breeds and other live stock, but the 
show from the standpoint of dairy 
cattle has been fairly successful. 
There is a great deal of interest in it 
and while we cannot find any par- 
ticular fault with the management of 
the show, since its interest lies pri- 
marily with beef cattle, we believe 
the dairy interests of the section 
served by the American Royal should 
see to it that if possible the dairy 
classes are kept in this show. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., gives $700.00 to each 
of the breeds and the breed associa- 
tions add from $150 to $300 and the 
management of the Royal puts an ad- 
ditional 20% to these totals. This 
gives the contenders something to 
work for and reasonable prizes in 
each class. The Holstein show filled 
nearly every ciass. 

Judge Hanson made Blue Earth 
Duke Ormsby exhibited by Femco 
Farms first prize aged bull, senior and 
grand champion. The Griffith junior 
yearling, Mt. Riga Heilo Fayne Segis, 
was junior champion. 

Femco also won senior and grand 
champion on the aged cow, De Kol 
Clothilde Monona and junior. cham- 
pionship went to the heifer calf, Miss 
Triune Ormsby Wayne, shown by 
Fredmar Farms. Get of sire, the 
chief prize in the groups, went to 
Chapman Farms cn the get of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe 59th. Murphy and 
Griffith fought it out in the other 
groups, these two herds taking the 
lion’s share of the blues in the open 
classes as well. Griffith had two 
blues in the bull classes as did also 
Femco Farms, the fifth blue in the 
male class going to A. J. King. 

Of the female classes Femco had 
two blues, Fredmar two and King and 
Griffith one each.

Cows, 5 Years or Over in Milk (14) 

Here was a real class of dairy cows. After 
out, Innes’ famous Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, All-Ameri- 
can two-year-old in 1925, went to the head of the class. 
Here is a case of a great two-year-old that has fulfilled 
her early promise. che is a beautifully balanced cow, full 
of quality with a marvelous system of abdominal veining 
and combining strength with character and refinement. 
Her udder is of fine texture, although somewhat split in 
the fore quarters. She proved to be Moscrip’s choice for 
senior and grand championship, but of this more later. J. 
Walter Jones placed second in this class with Scotia 
Canary Wilhelmina, a big, up-standing cow with a beau- 
tiful udder and evidently a hard worker. She was pur- 
chased after the show by Yates Farm and we believe will 
be heard from further both in the show ring and from the 
test barn. In third place was Hilda Alcartra De Kol, 
grand champion at the Canadian National and elsewhere 
this season and earlier years, but showing to great dis- 
advantage from the fact that she had freshened since 
arriving at the show and had suffered an attack of milk 
fever which nearly caused her death.

Que.; 6—Abeg- 
weit Astrid 154184, J. Walter Jones, Charlottetown, e. m2, 
The Female Championships 

When the seven winners of the female classes two 
years old or over came out to compete for championships 
a striking demonstration was furnished of the wonderful 
quality that bad been going to the top in,this show, and 
Judge Moscrip was willing to concede that he had never 
had a problem quite like it in picking his champions, 
There were in this competition Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, 
the winner of the milking section ‘or aged cows; Aaggie 
Abbekerk Jewel, the winner of the dry section; Sally 
Francy, the winning milking four-year-old; Aaggie Sylvia 
3d, the first prize dry three-year-old; and Triune Papoose 
Piebe, the leader among the milking two-year-olds, all 
five of which must be set down as real contenders for All- 
American honors in their respective classes. After con- 
siderable study, the senior championship award which 
was of course to carry with it the grand championship 
went to Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, a “dark horse” con- 
tender so far as advance ringside opinion had gone. We 
have never seen ringside interest to compare with that 
which followed this placing when the spectators swarmed 
out upon the tan bark to listen to Judge Moscrip’s ex- 
planation of his decision and to see and feel for them- 
selves such points as might not be apparent from a dis- 
tance. The gallery had very generally conceded the cham- 
pionship to Aaggie Abbekerk Jewel after she had beaten 
Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk in class and it must be 
recorded that the final decision did not prove to be a 
popular one. Although Mr. McCarthy was bitterly dis- 
appointed at his failure to win the coveted purple banner, 
he showed his good sportmanship by being the first to 
congratulate Durno Innes on his winning. Judge Moscrip 
explained his placing of the honor on the Innes cow be- 
cause of her greater scale, superior handling quality and 
better veining, along with an udder which although not 
as good as that of the New Brunswick cow which at this 
time just before freshening appeared to approach per- 
fection, was yet of good texture and was not seriously 
criticized by him. His view in this respect coincides with 
that which Judge Haeger has expressed on frequent occa- 
sions in the matter of putting up dry cows over those that 
are in milk. Whether correctly or not, Judge Moscrip 
showed considerable courage in following out his convic- 
tions and carrying through his line of reasoning as to 
comparison of animals in such contrasting stages of lac- 
tation in the face of the very evident sentiment of the 
great majority of the ringside in the direction opposite 
from which his conclusions led.

cient in the production of dairy products. For several 
years it has had an annual import balance equivalent to 
about 1,000,000,000 pounds of fluid milk, due largely to the 
importation of certain varieties of cheese from Switzer- 


land, France, and Italy. There has also been a small 
import balance of butter and dry milk. 
Dairy products have brought remunerative prices 


throughout the entire period of the postwar agricultural 
depression, and significant regional developments have 
taken place. Long-distance shipments of fluid milk and 
cream have affected the demand for cream in areas near

large consuming markets. Shipments of sweet cream now 
appear in the Atlantic seaboard markets from the western 
North Central States. A notable shift in dairy-producing 
areas has taken place toward the South, where new 
creameries, cheese factories, and condensaries have been 
established. This is in part a result of the fact that 
market milk commands a price above what can be ob. 
tained for milk sold in the form of manufactured prog. 
ucts. Such developments, with the changed competitive 
conditions which they involve, are natural in a progressive 
and growing industry. In general, the dairy situation re. 
mains one of the brightest spots in the agricultural picture. 


Foreign Dairy Production 


Foreign dairy production appears to be increasing more 
rapidly than production in the United States, but the re. 
covery of European buying power and increases in our 
import tariff rates have held imports in check and have 
maintained prices in the United States above foreign. 
market prices. Dairy production has developed very 
rapidly in the Southern Hemisphere in recent years. In 
the 1927-28 season exports of butter from Australia, New 
Zealand, and Argentina amounted to 284,000,000 pounds 
and exports of cheese to 177,000,000 pounds, compared 
with a pre-war average of 124,000,000 pounds of butter and 
57,000,000 pounds of cheese. Conditions are now reported 
to be favorable for a considerable increase in production 
over last year. Russia is recovering from the effects of 
the war. Exports from Siberia now amount to about one- 
half of the pre-war exports of all Russia, and exports from 
Baltic countries which have separated from Russia have 
increased, so that the total exports from Russia and 
former territory are now equal to pre-war. In the mean- 
time Denmark and the Netherlands continue to expand 
production. The 1927 butter exports of Denmark 
amounted to 316,000,000 pounds as compared with a pre- 
war average of 196,000,000, and the butter exports of the 
Netherlands amounted to 106,000,000 pounds compared 
with 75,000,000. The Netherlands has also increased ex- 
ports of cheese from a pre-war average of 127,000,000 to 
205,000,000 pounds. 

Fortunately, the economic recovery of Germany has 
provided an expanding market for these dairy products. 
The United Kingdom has also continued to buy large 
quantities. Nevertheless, New Zealand and Denmark con- 
tinue to ship butter to the United States in the high-price 
season, and Canadian cheese producers, meeting hard com- 
petition from New Zealand and the Netherlands in Europe, 
are turning to the United States as a market for their 


products. Switzerland has also been increasing cheese 
shipments to the United States.
